IRAL RETIREMENT PAY 
INGREASES APPROVED 


House Also Favors Rise in 
Unemployment Benefits 


WASHINGTON, July 31 (AP) 
Increases in retirement and 
unemployment benefits for rail- 
road workers estimated at $82,- 
000,000 a year were voted by 
the House yesterday. They were 
embodied in a bill passed by a 
roll call vote of 359-0 and sent 


Backed by railroa unions gen- 
erally, the legislation provides 
for these major changes in the 
railroad retirement and unem- 
ployment laws, which take the 
place of Social Security laws. 
for rail workers: 

1. Retirement annuities would 
be based on a maximum month- 
ly pay of $350 instead of the 
present $300, with employers 
and employes contributions on 
the larger amount at the pres- 
ent rate of 64% per cent each. 
There would be no increase in 
benefits payable to workers 
earning less than $350 monthly. 
An estimated one-third of all 
the workers earn $350 or more 
monthly. Benefits are based on 
monthly earnings and contri- 


2. The eligibility age for pay- 
ment of benefits to surviving 
widows, widowers, and de- 
pendent parents 
workers would be reduced from 
65.to 60 years. This would af- 
fect an estimated 30,000 widows 
and parents, who would start 
getting average monthly pay- 


3. Survivor . annuities would 
be allowed for dependent chil- 
dren over the age of 18, and to 
their widowed mothers, in cases 
where a child became perma 
nently and totally disabled be- 
fore the age of 18.
